(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Young as cited by applicant in view of Robertson et al and "HMC 1055 advance 
information " as cited by applicant . 
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Young discloses trolling motor controller comprising transmitting means for transmitting 
signals corresponding to a target direction and receiving means for receiving signal 
which causes a change in steering direction of trolling motor, see Young col 1 lines 15- 
25, and col 4 line 60-68 and col 5 liens 1-2. Young lacks disclosing direction sensor, 
electronic magnetic compass and tilt compensator. Robertson et al discloses direction 
sensor , magnetic compass see col 5 lines 5-22, col 12 lines 58-61 , col 3 lines 43-46 , 
col 14 lines 59-62 and col 18 lines 53-55. "HMC 1055 advance information " discloses 
tilt compensator, see cover page first paragraph, last 2 lines. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the trolling motor controller of 
Young with magnetic compass of Roberson et al and tilt compensator of "HMC 1055 
advance information" for improved control. 
4. Claims 45-91 allowed.
